Conceive in thy Soul, the juſt God 
cannot but juſtly be angry with vou, and 
he will not let ſin go unpuniched, and let 
the conſideration ok this fetch tears from 
thy eyes, and ſozrow from thy heart.

1 Reaſon, Becauſe fin is the great. 
eſt evil ok the Soul, and the greateſt bur. 
den alſo; That is moſt grievous, which 
is moſt hfavy; now as there is no evil, 
lo properly and dire dly evil to the ſoul, 
as the evil of ſin, ſo there is not hing that 
can properly do god to the Soul, but 
God; now while a ſinner comes ta ſck his 
ſi, he cannot ſozrow fo2 his ſin; now it 
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to like, as you may Ts in the 2 Cor. 7. 
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chap» 10, vetle. And aſſuredly, the ſoul. 
that ſes not the evil of fin, ſhall tel the

2. Reaſon, Thy unfeigned ſozrow 
and contrition of heart foz ſin, is necel⸗ 
ſary to Salvation, Becauſe by ſoundſoz- 
row, the Soul is truly pzepared and fit, 
ted koz the Lozd Jeſus Chziſt, as you 
may ſe in the 9.of the Pꝛophet Jeremiah 
aud the 3. verſe, Plow up the fallow 


ground of your hearts, and {ow not a- 


mong thoins; That is it elſe but to 


have the heart peirced with the terrours 
ok the Lozd, by a ſound, ſaving ſozrow foz 
- fin? Plow up the cozruptions , which 


are the thozns aud the thiſtles in pour 
hrarts; As the P2ophet David faith-, 
51 Plalm 27. verle, Itsa broken. and a 
contrice heart, O God thou wilt not de ſ- 
pile; the heart muſt bee bzoken all to 
peices, even to powder, and muſt be cons 
tent to be weaned from all fin , which is 
the way to be fitted fo2 Jeſus Chziſt.
